Berlin, Oct. 24 —Hundreds of Berlin 
housewives joined iu a wild riot be­ 
cause the butchers in the municipal 
markets refused to handle meat im­ 
ported so as to reduce the cost of liv­ 
ing.

Wedding district, which Is entire­ 
ly inhabited by working people 
Hun­ 
dreds of women, who went to the mu­ 
nicipal market hoping to profit by re­ 
duced prices, found thHt the butchers 
heal agreed not to deal in meats im­ 
ported by the municipality 
1 hey then 
stormed the butchers* stalls seized all 
the native-raised meat, trampled it on 
the ground and fought with the butch* 
* is. 
The police wcro forced to close 
the market to stop the riot. 
Tin* prices of meatH are so high in 
Berlin that the government recently 
gave permission to the city authori­ 
ties to bring in and sell meats from 
abroad at the city markets and to con­ 
trol the prices. 
The butchers at first 
agreed to handle theso meats, but aft­ 
erwards they announced that they had 
decided on a general boycott on them 
In the 12 municipal markets of Ber­ 
lin.
